Note: A remarkable set of chairs of the period 1730-35, apparently (as far as we can 
determine) of unique design; they were probably executed by a Continental cabinetmaker 
of the first rank working in London. The chairs are notable primarily for the pattern of 
the back, with its arched crowning rail deriving distantly from a reminiscence of the Wil- 
liam and Mary chairs of an earlier day; and also for one of the earliest uses of the pendent 
husk ornament, which appears only sporadically in George II furniture. The cabochon- 
and-leaf, or ‘jeweled’ leaf ornament, is characteristic of the best London work at the time, 
and is found in general only on the productions of the great cabinetmakers of this period, 
which was dominated by the influence of William Kent. 

Although this was before the days of the publication of furniture pattern books, there 
was a free interchange of ideas in design between England and Northern Europe; and in 
addition, London had been enriched by the migration of the Huguenots exiled on the Revo- 
cation of the Edict of Nantes, and of the skilled Dutch and Hanoverian craftsmen who fol- 
lowed in the wake of William III and the first and second Georges.
